which as m any as 25 or 50 may 
hav e perished were enroute to­ 
day to Mexico City from Yure- 
cuaro, Michoacan, 
near where 
the attack occurred. 
News of the attack is carried 
in Mexico City newspapers to­ 
day in special dispatches from 
G uadalajara and Azmora. 
The 
G uadalajara dispatches to Ex­ 
celsior say the entire m ilitary 
escort of the train — usually b e­ 
tween 30 and 50 — and its en­ 
gineer and firem an, were killed. 
Zamora dispatches to El Uni­ 
v ersal merely say “some passen­ 
gers, 
some of crew, and 
some 
soldiers perished.” 
The train, 
proceeding 
from 
Reyes to Yurecuaro, from where 
it was to go to Mexico City, was 
dynam ited b etween the stations 
of Moreno and G uarachita. In ­ 
surgents tljen attacked it, the 
escort fighting until its am ­ 
m unition gav e out. The attack ­ 
ers then b urned the train. 
The Zamora dispatches said 
memb ers of the crew detached 
the locomotiv e' from the coaches 
and, taking some passengers w ith 
them , ran it through the in ­ 
surgents’ lines to Zamora, and 
later to Yurecuardo. 
The entire garrison at Zamo ra 
was sent in pursuit 
o f the in ­ 
surgents. 
The raid was reputedly led b y 
a G eneral Gorostieta, who dur­

H uerta, was sent to the Vera

The go vernment, abruptly changed fro m 
mo narchy to a republic, might survive 24 ho urs 
lo nger and it might no t; no o ne co uld be sure. 
The natio n’s eco no mic life had co llapsed. Hun­ 
dreds o f tho usands o f men were o ut o f wo rk, 
mo reo ver, the currency was depreciating so fast 
that tho se who did have jo bs o ften cpuld no t buy 
the bare necessities o f life with their wages. 
Surely, anyo ne might have suppo sed 
that 
the natio n wo uld simply go to pieces. 
An o p­ 
timist might have recko ned th at in 50 years, giv­ 
en go o d luck, so mething like o rder and pro speri­ 
ty wo uld return — but no t befo re. 
What has happened? 
The go vernment is firmly established. 
The 
specter o f co mmunism has disappeared; so , to o , 
has the threat o f dictato rship. The currency has 
been stabilized. 
Facto ries are busy again, and 
wo rkmen are emplo yed—in many cases, fo r bet­ 
ter wages than they earned befo re the war. The 
co untry still bears the scars o f war; every family 
mo urns a so n o r father who died at the fro nt o r 
o f disease in the po st-war turmo il, and the na- 
tio n is lo aded with a fearful burden o f repara­ 
tio ns debts. 
But there is daylight ahead. 
All in all, the reco very o f Germany, in ten 
sho rt years, stands as o ne o f the mo st no table 
acco mplishments o f modern times.

It co ntinued, unabated, fo r 
decades. 
When Linco ln to o k o ffice he was driv­ 
en nearly distracted — no t by the weighty pro b­ 
lems o f secessio n, war and slavery,'but by the 
ho sts o f impo rtunate jo b-seekers.

and started a saw mill.

jo ined

He served as en­ 
ro lling o fficer during the Rebel­ 
lio n, in the mo st turbulent dis­ 
trict, in Rush co unty and was 
such when Stevens and 
Cray- 
craft were assassinated. 
His remains were buried in thé 
Hurst graveyard. The funeral 
was preached by Rev. Jo nes 
at

o f the Maso ns o f Ho mer and 
Rushville.

Mr. Jo nathan Fo re died quite 
suddenly, while sitting in 
his

al Broadcasting Company, gives 
programs designed particularly 
for farm listeners. WENR, owned

WCBD, operated by 
Wilbur Glenn Voliva, head of the 
Zionists, promulgates the dop- 
trines of that sect and broad- 
casts music of high quality.

German soil. The national treasury was bank- 
rupt. The people were on the verge of starva- 
tion 
The government, abruptly changed from 


monarchy to a republic, might survive,24 hours 
longer and it might not; no one could be sure. 
The nation's economic life had collapsed Hun- 
dreds of thousands of men were out of work 
moreover, the currency was depreciating so fast 
that those who did have jobs often could not buy 
the bare necessities of life with their wages. 


Surely, anyone might have supposed that 


the nation would simply go to pieces. An op- 
timist might have reckoned that in 50 years, giv- 
en good luck, something like order and prosperi- 
ty would return — but not before. 


What has happened? 
The government is firmly established. 
The 


specter of communism has disappeared; so, too, 
has the threat of dictatorship. The currency has 
been stabilized. Factories are busy again, and 
workmen are employed—in many cases, for bet- 
ter wages than they earned before the war. The: 
country still bears the scars of war; every family 
mourns a son or father who died at the front or 
of disease in the post-war turmoil, and the na- 


* tion is loaded with a fearful burden of repara- 
tions debts. 
But there is daylight ahead. 


All in all, the recovery of Germany, in ten 


short years, stands as one of the most notable 
accomplishments of modern times. 


"The conquered," says one writer, "are 


further along in their moral and physical con- 
valescence than some of the conquerers." 


Nowhere will the story of Germany's recov- 


ery be read any more eagerly than in this 
country. 


THE SPOILS SYSTEM PASSES. 


Although patronage — the dispensing of gov- 


ernment jobs to political henchmen — is one of 
the essential features of our present party sys- 
tems, it is by no means as wide in its scope or 
pernicious in its influence as was the case of a 
lew generations ago. 


If a Democrat, instead of Herbert Hoover, 


were to be inaugurated next March, only 18,000 
of the governnient's 573,000 employees would be 


petitive, merit jobs. 
That would 


3000 federal jobs for patronage. 


Congressmen used to>fight bitterly against 


any reduction in'the number of government ]obs 
that could be handed out as "plums." Now they 
favor it, fdr the simple reason less grief for 
them. In the old days a congressman might 
make one friend for every man whose appoint- 
ment to office-he secured, but at the same time 
he would make half a dozen enemies. When he 
can simply tell a .job-seeker, "Sorry, but the civil 
service rules tie my hands," he escapes a lot of 
trouble. 


The business of passing out jobs as rewards 


for political work began under Andrew Jackson, 
whose "to the victors belong the spoils" became 
a famous slogan. It continued, unabated, for 
decades. When Lincoln took office he was driv- 
en nearly distracted - not by the weighty prob- 
lems of secession, war and slavery, < but by the 
hosts of importunate job-seekers. 


If we have gotten away from that old sys- 


tem we have accomplished something extremely 
worth while.
